The 
BBC would like more information about Peking* s foreign language 
broadcasts and it was believed this could be derived from monitored 
summaries.

Mr* Sheringham indicated that the BBC probably will require 
the information we file from Cqylon, India and Pakistan but he 
will tave to go into this more after he retiirns to Caver sham, 
At|tliat time he also will update all the requirements levied on 
the bureau by the BBC, We probably will not receive this until, 
the first of the year.
